a Scandal upon publiſhing any thing of this: kind ; and thereby barr?d the Pub- 
lick rae - the benefit of Succeſsful Labours, of ſome Learned and moſt Ingeni- 
ous Artiſts, ' | 

Thus much to obviate the Cenſure of undiſcerning weak Heads ; and ſtop the 
mouths of malevolent men, of oppoſite Intere3Fs, I proceed now to the matter 
propoſed, and fatisfaftion promiſed. 
That a ſingle Medicine may be endowed with a Power of Vniverſality ; pro- 


; perly and eſfcaciouſly to oppoſe many and various Diſeaſes, in divers Perſons, is 
, whatl have undertaken to prove: The Poſſibility and rational Prgþability where- 


of, will fairly appear ; if you rightly underſtand as followeth.

If this viral Spirit can maintain and feed, all the different Parts of the Body 
with oze alimentary Juice, Chyle : Then probably, and very reaſonably, it may 
- mend and Care, all thoſe Parts with one Medicine. 

It Nature can do wonders with ſizole Aliment ; very likely ſhe can do wonders 
with ſizzle Medicament. 

*Tis undeniable that Wonders are wrought in Man's Body every Day, tho in 
Health : But you are hard to bclicyc that Wonders may be wrought by a Medicine in 
Sickneſs, or a diſeaſed State. And yet theſe Wonders will not ſeem ſo great ; when 
I come to ſet forth the Nature, and Qualifications of a Catholic Medicine ; and the 
Reaſons of its Comprehenſion, and Adaptnefs for Curing many and various 
Diſcaſcs. 

As Nature ( the Life ) doth diltribute Aliment from the Stomzch to all 
Parts of the Body ; She can as cafily convey (aterialiter vel Virtualiter) a Ca- 
tholic Inſ#rament, into all Parts, to ſet them right,

And this you muſt believe; that no Medicine direfts or moves it ſelf here or 
there in the Body ; bur Nature diſpoſeth of it, to this Pare, or that, as ſhe ſtands 
in need; conveying both Nutriment, and Medicament at her Pleaſure at leaſtio 
her Power ; and there is no Power elſe. | 

This vital Pxinciple, is a dextrous and induſtrious Azert ; that can.doe wonuer- 
fully for relief; if ehe Phyſician C Minifter Naezre) can provide fich a Medical 
Inſtromeni. as is comodious for management ; ard gencrally uſeful. | 

Mechanic or manual Arrifts, that work externally upon their ſubjet (Crrcs 
quod ) have need of miny Materials and Implements, to effeft what they detign, and 
are about : But the vital Prixc:ple is Seated- more advantagiouſly; hath its Reft- 
dence in every part of the Body, operating internally all the Funt#5ons, and there- 
fore ſtands not in need of ſach variety of /n/truments to work with. 

You may underſtand from hence; the poſſib:l:ry to be very fair and reaſonable on 
Nature's Side; that ſhe can manage a Catholic Medicine very well, to ſerve all the 
operations and intentions of C#r:»g ; Is willing to recieve, ani ready to operate 
with ſuch an Expedient : But the poſſib:liry of contriving and forming this Catholic 
Inſtrament, lyes not ſo eaſy and probable on the Phyſzeians part : Iris not to be 
done by gueſs, with-Per and 1k, upon a peice of Paper, in the yes mn

H E RE preſents to mea prodigious Company of Diſeaſes; of different kinds ; 
and ſeated 1n various Parts of the Body, preying upon the Zife of Man ; if 
not ſubdue}, or prevented by powerful means : So many, and ſo variouſly aſſaultinzs 
That in your Reaſon may well require a vaſt number of Medicines to oppoſe them : 
And without ſuch combined force, and ready Aſſiſtance, you do believe, it is folly 
to at:cmpt, and expect Sncceſs in the undertaking of ſo great a work. 

To remove this Difficulty, and ſeeming Impoſſility that lyes in our way ;_ and to 
render a Cathol;e Medicine ſufficient and a fit Irſfrumeut to perform Comprehenſively, 
#gainſt this great Company : I ſhall make two Strict Inquiries. - , 

Firſt, into the Number of Diſeaſes : Then Secondly, into the Nature of them. 

As to their Number, I find them Fititiouſly multiplyed ; ſeeminzly but ſuch, 
pot really fo many ; which in another Tract, I have denoted and corrected that 
Etrour. { Inquire into the General Catalogue of Diſeaſes ) where for ſnſficient Rea- 


ſons * 
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ſons, I Struck out the firſt general Dsviſcon, out of that Zi; as not being Properly 
called Diſeaſes, but are Symptoms only : whereby a great Abatement is made and 
the Superfluous Number reduced to fewer by a third Parr. I ſhall not repcat here 
the warrantable and ſufficient motives for ſo- Doing ; but refer you thither for 
Satis faction. . | : 

Sec ondly ; examining the Nature, and eſſential difference of Diſeaſes, I find moſt 
of them, at leaſt many ; not to differ ſo much in Nature,. as in Name; from Cir- 
cumſtances attending them, and makeing the Yariegarion: Therefore Diſeaſes ; 
though very 2#merows as commonly denominated ; yet will reaſonably, and advan- 
tagiouſly admit of a. Keducement : By Contracting and aſſociating them into Com- 
pany's of Affinity; from their Zumoral cauſes, iſſuing from one and the ſame Foun- 
tain : And then, Dsſeaſes will not require ſuch variety of peculiar appropriated 
Medicines ; nor ſuch diſtinct Merhods of Cuie, as commonly is now Practiſed, 
and appointed by Authors. 

Diſeaſes are «nneceſſarily, and extravacantly multiplyed by Denomination : But 
they are not aquarter ſo many in their Radication : For, although D:ſeaſes are 
made thus zumerows and different by their Names ; yet they have great Alitance, 
and are near of Xin, by their Orzg:in, in their Cauſes of Produttion, and Conts- 
Aauation. 

Circumſtances attending Diſeaſes, do often give, or are th> occaſion of different 
Names : From different Parts affected, as Plewriſy ; From the manner of Invaſion, 
as Epilepſy. Apoplexy ; From their Continuation, and Intermiſſions : As Feavers. 
From the manner of zfflicting ; as Convulſions. From Funttions abolifh?d, or depra- 
ved, as Palſy, and Tremor, &Cc. Many ſuch differences, 

The ſame /Morbifie Humour, roving up: and down ; infeſting and affiting divers 
Parts of the Body, hath begot various no-inal Diſeaſes : Rheumatiſm, Gout, Colic, 
Tliac Paſſion, Stitces, Cramps, Conuulſions, Fluxes, Inflamations, Apoſtems, &c. 

The ſame Hnmorel matter that now makes the Gout ; at another time prociuceth 
the Colic ; ſome times a Flux; another time. the Head Ach, or Tooth Ach, or 
ſomething elſe. And thus it happens in one ſingle Perſon. 

So likewiſe in divers Perſons ; the ſame Aorbific Humor ( ir ſpecie)) in kind, 
does make variow Diſeaſes, and different Symptomarzeal appearances, according to 
the difference of Parts, in ſcituation and office; that this peccant matter ſhall 
moleſt and deprave. | | | 
. Thus producing Several Diſeafes, from the ſame Humoral Cauſe; but ſeemingly 
to valzar underſtandings ſo diſtinft, as having no relation to each other : v-t all 
_ theſe being bred, and fed from one degenerate matter, will admit of one anc! the 

fame Cyre, by a true radical Catholic Medicine, which applying to the Sprins ard 

_ File of all theſe; does ficly perform the Cure of thoſe many Diſeaſes ; having 
. their Cauſation and dependance from one Original. 

So that AMulriplicity of Diſeaſes in Appearance, does not neccharily require, Mul- 
ti;liciry of Medicines, and methoas z as ſome undiſcerning Heads may think ; being 
d:c ived by various Names given to Diſcaſes, from Parts affeRed, and Funit:ons

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From hence you may Judge; that variow Names, do not alwaies make ſuch 
various Diſeaſes; not ſo different, and diſtinCt 1n their Cauſes, as Commonly repre- 
ſented, and Suppoſed to bes They are many, if you Judge of them by their Spread- 
ing Ramifications ; but they are few ( comparative ) in their Radication. 

and now yon may plainly underſtand, this new Method of Curing Comprehen rvely 
by a Catholic Medicine ; to be rational, ard probable to effect what many Dileaſed 
People may delire ; and their various Complaints anſwered, by an Extraordmary 
ſingle Medicine. 

Morbi multi unico Remedio curantur, Cujuſlibet enim Membri plaga, non habet 
peculiarem ſemper Cauſam ; ſed ab uno eodemque, exiguo licet ſemine, plures ſurgune 
affedtm. Says a good Author. . But moſt People maſt have a dfferezr Medicine, 
for cvery complaint that they have a Name for ; elſe they think it not poſliþle to 
cure them, and ridiculous to attempt it. . 

Medicine is not to be appropriated to Names; and to vary, as Names are varyed; 
but to the Nature and Condition of Diſeaſes, in their Cauſes : many of them being 
of the ſme kind, may be link*d together under one Denomination; and will admic 
of the ſ\-me Medicine, and Method of Curing. | 

Hereby the PraQlice of Phyſick, will not be.ſo extravagantly large; but reduced 
into a much leſſer compaſs, and ealily comprehenſible :, The Intentions of curing 
but few; and the Number of Medicines not many : Succeſs therein more hopeful ; 
with the Charge, and trouble more eaſy to Parzenrs, in their courſes of Phyfick. 

Nominal multiplicity of Diſeaſes, have amnſed the People; puzled young 
Prattiſers to adapt Medicines differently to each : And the elder ſort, I doubt, are 
ſometimes miſled thereby. . 

Diverſity of Diſeaſes by Names only, or chiefly have begot Diverſity of Methods y 
and Dzverſity of Medicines : The which have created much Buſineſs; employed 
more Hands; and conſumed more Drugs than was neceſfary. | 

To illuſtrate and prove what hath been ſaid; I ſhall give you ſome Examples. 
Take a Hundred Sick or Diſeaſed Perſons; examine them where their ſeyeral Com- 
plaints do lye.; what Parts arc affetted or grieved : Some complain of their Head ; 
others their Breaſt, or Lungs : Some of the Seomach ; others about the Region 
of the Liver; many of the Spleen; ſome the Guts ; others the Limbs, &c. | 

And for all theſe ſeveral Parts complaining z your Phyſician will give you' vari- 
ous Names to diſtinguiſh them by ; and peculiar Medicines, and different Methods of 
Curing ; as in practical Authors, you may find ſuch like forms of Medicines, and 
Methods | | 

Then Inquire. of the ſame Authors, 'and ſee what Judgment they paſs, as touch- 
ing the Cauſes of all thoſe Diſeaſes, differently ſeated, and variguſly named: And 
you will find , that depraved Humours, and Obſtruions ; are the general , 
and principal Cauſes alligned , for all thoſe Diſeaſes ; though commonly 
reputed, as different in their Vatwre, as they are 1n. their Names : From which 
miſtake, or Deluſion intended, the Recipe?s have ſuperabounded. 

If ſo, as true it is; thcn what ſhall hinder the Catholic Medicine, from being a 
Proper and fit /nſerument, to unbar and unbolt all theſe Obſtrultions z and cleanſe 

away 
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away all ſuch deoenerate and depraved Humors, in this or that Pare whereever 
they be? Then this Catholic Expedient ſtands as fair, and probable to cure a 
Hundred, or a Thonſand thus variouſly complaining ; .as the H#;dreds, and 
Thouſands of Medicines, defigned by appropriation, to every particular Perſon. 

And farther I muſt add : That this often tryed, and long proved Aed:cine; in 
many ſuch difficult and different cafes , with laudable Operation , and Succe{: : 
muſt needs be more hopeful, than appropriated Medicines io every ones particular 
caſe, that never was tryed before ; but every Sick or Diſeaſcd Perſon, muſt make 
the Experiment, of their new invented Medicines. 

People being thvs greatly miſtaken ; yet think themſelves very wiſe and wary, 
and well provided for ; when they have purciaſed ſome conjeCtural appropriated 

. Recipes, deviſed for their particular cafe ; which particularity lies chiefly in Name; 
" and not much different from the Diſeaſes of other Perſons. But for your further 
ſatisfaction in this point ; as to the certainty and worth of Catholic and 
Appropriated Medicines; 1 refer you to another Tract (The Praitice of Fhyſick 
Reformed) wiich Inform you fully. 

To Anſwer the. Nominal and unneceſſary mulrsphicity of Diſeaſes; there are 
Thouſands of Medicines invented , and daily more are inventing. And for this 
purpoſe , we fetch in all the Venemous Weeds, Shrubs, and Minerals out of 
Foreign Countrys, to make wvarzery of uncouth and unſucky- Medicines; which 
you muſt think-ro be proper, for th: many ſeveral Diſeaſes variouſly denominated; 
and/peculiar for divers Perfons differently :ff-Cted. 

So that after tis Rate, of appropriating Medicines to Diſeaſes ; and-to Individual 
Perſons ; Millions of Medicines, (for 14ons of People) will be but ſufficient to 
ſupply the P: aRtice of Phylick, afcer this unreaſonable Mode. 

And here I might upbraid and laugh at the World for their Folly; havirg loſt 
their underſtanding inthis matter; and being impoſed-upon beyond all Reaſon. 
But Ple wave the Subject at this time; hoping to ſee (randem al:quando) ſome 
Champron come forth; in Defence of this beloved Practice, ſo much do ed upon. 

By what hath been {aid, you may plainly perceive ; that the zrcat wot k of curing, 
many and Givers Diſeaſes (ſuch as are Curable ; and Perſons righ:ly endeavouring 
to be cured) lyes fair and probable to be effeted, by the Catholic Medicine: The 
ſuperflnous amber of Difeaſes being reduced; and - the Naryre of them being 
explained.
